Editor, Joorcal of the American Med- 


ical Association, and of Hygeia, 


tfaa Health Macaiine 


T\vo Kinds cf Disease Harm- 


ful to Body 


When your body fails to work sat- 


isfactonty the disorder may be clue 
to one of two types of disturbance or 
m many instances to both 


Actual changes m the tissues are 


called structural diseases For exam- 
ple, a broken bone an inflamed liver 
or an inefficiency of the bodv to di 
gest and assimilate sugars pioperly 
might be called structural disease 
Sometimes be cause of the ability of 
living .tissues to repair this structural 
disease, you can ge> on to complete re- 
covery In other cases the damage 
Tnay be permanent 


Certain tissues of the body have 


specific duties to perform—for ex- 
ample, the cells of the lung the heart 
the liver, or the brain 
If these cells 


are destroyed ancT are not replaced 
by the^same type of cells that former- 
ly existed there the organ i« damaged 
to a certain extent 


Your body contains considerable 


safety factors Thus you have two 
lungs when one can do the work, two 
kidneys, a liver that is seven times as 
large as is.necessarj for carrying out 
its functions and heart which fre- 
quently carries on its work m a very 
badly damaged Condition 


A considerable number of people 


get along with less brain capacity 
than do others 


,If cells become inflamed, they may 


be replaced by cells of the same kind 
ot sometimes their place is taken by 
cells of fibrous or scar tissue If vou 
cut your hand the scar which is 
;fbrmed is not of the same kind of tis 
sue as the skin damaged by the cut 


If the cells of the pancreas, called 


the islands of Langerhans, are dam- 
as ed, they are not repaired by tissue 
of the same kind but instead by fib- 
rous tissue. 
These are the cells primarily re- 


sponsible for development of the sub- 
stance called insulin, which is neces- 
isary for use of sugar in the body. If 
enough damage is done to these spec- 
ial cells, diabetes follows. 


There are, however, other kinds of 


disease in which no definite change 
is found in any cells of the body. This 
is particularly the case in conditions 
affecting the mind 


If a person becomes convinced in his 


own mind that he cannot talk, he will 
be unable to talk until he is uncon- 
vinced; if he becomes convinced thi 
he cannot walk, he will not be able 
to walk until he is unconvinced. 


Through failure to walk, he loses 


the power of motion in the muscles 
involved in walking. Through disuse 
they waste away. The joints, being 
continuously in one position, may be- 
come fixed. Then complete recovery 
is difficult even if the person is un- 
convinced later. 


This; is the sequence of events in 


conditions called hysteria. It is ob- 
vious that although these things begin 
as functional, they may develop into 
physical disturbances and interfere 
seriously with life.

Slap at Hopkins 


In doing so, it has reproduced and 


circulated a report from Ohio—with- 
out mentioning names—which shows 
how the governor was bringing a 
previously rather decent relief system 
back into the hands of local politicians. 


Social workers have more or less 


similar complaints from other states 
and have been especially incensed by 
political incidents in Tennessee, Col- 
orado, Arkansas, and California.

here, and the failure of New Dealers 
to work out a definite program for 
use of the §4,000,000,000 work relief 
fund Roosevelt has asked. 


Between one thing and another, 


Davey's performance gave Hopkins a 
welcomed chance to "make an ex- 
ample" of somebody. 


Betting Against Davey 


Davey, once an inoffensive con- 


gressman here, following his ejection 
last November on a New Deal plat- 
form, successively criticized New Deal 
policies, persuaded Hopkins to approve

schools as relief administrator for H 
million needy persons, refused to put 
up Ohio's stipulated two millions of 
monthly relief funds against FERA's, 
demanded FERA provide all the funds, 
made speeches against Hopkins' ad- 
ministration, and was otherwise ob- 
streperous. 


That's the FERA side of the story, 


anyway, plus a 
belief 
that Davey 


Hopes to work up enough strength 
through anti-New Deal attacks to de- 
feat Senator Bulkey in 1938. 


Davey seems to have stuck his neck 


cut and the betting here is all against 
him in this test of political strength.
